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Session 35: How to Incorporate New Information 


Summary: When one receives new information it must be processed throughout the 
energy bodies. Some of this process takes place on a conscious level and some in an 
automatic process. Consider the triangle as a method of processing information. 


If you have concepts of religion, and it rest on one point of the triangle, then visualize 
the new information as the second point. When you consider the interaction of the first 
and second point of the triangle then a new energy is produced on the third point. Now 
this new energy on the third point can be the starting point for another triangle. It would 
contain a new projection that is a combination of the last triangle. 


Being receptive to new information without passing judgement would allow you to have 
a great many experiences. By not passing judgement and allowing the unthinkable to 
pass through without affecting any part of you, would give you great opportunities to see 
and learn from surprising sources. 
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
